CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senaie, on the 28th, the touuse 
amentment to Senate bill referring to the 
Court of Claims the claim of the Chesapeake 
Female College of Virginia for use and occu- 
pation of its property from 1861 to 1869 by 
the military was concurred in.

The 
resignation of John H. McCarthy, as repre- 
sentative from the Eighth district of New 
The House then

IN the Senate, on the 29th, after routine 
»usiness the Apportionment bill was taken 
np. The amendments providing for addi- 
tional Representatives from the States of 
Minnesota, Missouri, Arkansas and New 
York were rejected and the bill passed as it 
tame from the House. Consideration of 
the Army Appropriation bill was then pro- 
teeded with. After a short executive 
session the Senate adjourned...... In the 
House, after the journal had been read and 
upproved, Mr. Dingley, chairman of the sil- 
ver pool investigating committee, reported 
the failure of J. A. Owenby to appear before 
the committeg, and asked that a warrant be 
issued and the sergeant-at-arms be directed 
to bring Owenby before the bar of the House 
to show eause why he should not be pun- 
ished forcontempt. After some discussion 
the order was made. The House then went 
into committee of the whole on the Military 
Academy Appropriation bill, but without ac- 
tion adjourned. 

In the Senate, on the 30th, the announce- 
ment of Secretary Windom’s death pre- 
vented any attempt to do business. In his 
opening prayer the chaplain made feeling 
allusionto the great loss sustained by the 
country and the relatives and personal 
friends and associates of the deceased 8ec- 
retary, and the venerable “Father of the 
Senate,” Mr. Morrill, in tremulous voice and 
with great emotion, announced the death of 
Mr. Windom, after which the Senate ad- 
journed...... In the Houge similar proceed- 
ings composed the day’s session, Mr. McKin- 
ley making the sad announcement. 

IN the Senate, on the gist, the credential- 
of Mr. Cameron for his new term, commenc 
ing March 4 next, were received and placed 
ou file. A committee of seven was ap- 
pointed to represent the Senate at Secretary 
Windom’s funeral. A number of bills were 
taken froin the calendar and passed, and 
then the Army Appropriation bill was taken 
up,and after discussion was also passed. 
The Fortification bill was taken up, but no 
progress was made with the bill, and the 
Senate adjourned until Monday at 2p. w., in 
order that members might attend the fun- 
eral of Secretary Windom... .. In the House 
the Military Appropriation bill was passed, 
and the Consular Appropriation bill was 
takenup. Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, made 
aspeech in which, touching upon the Behr- 

ing Sea case, he urged prompt action by the 
Government to secure a settlement of the 
vexed question by arbitration. Without ac- 
tion on the billthe committee rose, and the 
House adjourned until 2 p. m. on the 2d, in 
order that Representatives might attend the 
funeral of Secretary Windom, 

IN the Senate, on the 2d, after routine busi- 


ness, the Fortification bill was considered 
and an amendment to reduce the appropri- 
ation for gun and mortar batteries for the 


defense of the harbors of Boston, New York, 
San Francisco, Hampton Roads and Wash- 
ington, fram $1,000,000 to $750,000, was agreed 
to. Other&Amendments of minor importance 
were adopted, and the Senate, without final 
disposition of the bill, adjgurned In the 
House Senate bill making additional appro- 
priation of $159,090 to continue work on 
the public building at Worcester, Mass., was 
passed; also bill amending Section 180, Re- 
vised Statutes, so as toread: “Vacancies oc- 
casioned by dexth or resignation shall not 
be temporarily filled under the three pre- 
ceding sections for a longer period than 
thirty days.’ Senate bill was passed (with 
an amendment striking out the appropria- 
tion clause) providing for the erection of a 
public building at St. Paul, Minn., at a cost 
of $800,000. 
PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

On the 30th the wife of the American 
sculptor Ball died in Florence, Italy. 

SECRETARY WINDoM’s death caused 
deep sorrow in the American colony in 
London. Flags on the Legation build- 
ing were displayed at half-mast. 

On the 30th, while addressing an audi- 
ence at St.” James Hall, in London, in 
support of General Booth’s scheme for 
reform, Mr. George Fieming, who had 
donated £1,000 for the furtherance of 
the cause, was taken suddenly ill and 
almost immediately expived. 

On the 2d the funeral of the late Will- 
iam Windom, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, took place from the Church of the 
Covenant in Washington to Rock Creek 
Cemetery. The services at the church 
and grave were svitnessed by a vast con- 
course of distinguished people. 

Kine HumBert has invited Marquis 
A. Di Riduni, second of the four vice- 
presidents of the Italian Chamber of 
Deputies, to form a Cabinet, vice Crispi. 

A BERLIN special says the Emperor 
will shortly relieve Chancelor von Cap- 
rivi of the position of the premiership, 
and will intrust the office to Miguel. 
Von Caprivi will remain Chancelor of 
the German Empire. 

Tne Pope is represented as saying 
that if the Conservatives of France saw 
that it was possible, they should estab- 
lish something better than a republic. 
Otherwise they should adhere to the re- 
public, which would then be what they 
chose to make it.

JAMES T. HENRY, wanted in Canada 
on the charge of robbing the Bank of 
Montreal of cash and securities amount- 
ing to $1,500,000, has been captured by 
the police of the City of Mexico. 

On the 1st the Betz Opera-House at 
Gallipolis, O., was destroyed by fire. 
Loss, $20,000; insurance, $4,000. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

NINETEEN pirates were executed re- 
cently on the Island of Hainau, China, 
and others have been sentenced to 
death. 

CORPORATION COUNSEL CLARKE of New 
York City has decided that the coroner 
has the right to investigate all deaths 
resulting from or in any way attributa- 
ble to the use of Prof. Koch's lymph, 
under section 1773 of the Consolidation 
act, where the words ‘“‘unusual manner” 
gives power to the coroner. 

ANOTHER massacre by natives of the 
Caroline Islands is reported, in which 
ninety Spanish soldiers and civilians 
were slain. The Spanish commander 
was so mortified at the loss of his 
soldiers and the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions under which he had to fight, 
that in a moment of frenzy he shot him- 
self dead. 

An English expert hus gone to Pekin 
to consult with the Chinese Government 
on some method of improving the culti- 
vation of tea in China. 

On the ist the first general election 
in Spain under universal suffrage was 
held. Conservative gains are reported 
everywhere. In Madrid the Conserva- 
tives carried six and the Liberals two 
seats. Inthe provinees the Conserva- 
tives were generally victorious. 

In 1890 the fruit crop of California 
was the largest ever known. Ship- 
ments of green fruit amounted to 105,- 
000,000 pounds; dried fruit, 36,000,000 
pounds; oranges, 3,187 car-loads; raisins, 
40,000,000 pounds, and fruits, S€,250,009 
pounds. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 
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An epidemic of grip prevails at 
Charleston, S. C., and numbers of fatal- 
ities are reported. The deaths ensue 
after a relapse. The first stage of tho 
disease appears to be so mild that the 
victims are encouraged to leave their 
beds too early. The health officer re- 
ports 11,000 cases.

Horan, 500; Campana, 405. 

WITHIN two days two men have died 
in the county jail at Pine Bluff, Ark. 
The County Physician denounces the 
jail as unhealthy. 

THE stage running between Chihua- 
hua and Penos Altos, Mexico, was held 
up on the night of the 1st by masked 
robbers, and $60,000 in silver bullion 
taken. 

Gro. M. BrapLEey, who was the first 
patient in this country to receive the 
lymph inoculation, died at New Haven, 
Conn., on the 2d, and the son of Prof. 
Blake, another lymph patient, who has 
been under treatment for nearly two 
months, is at the point of death. 


A HAVANA newspaper man has been 
sent to jail for urging the annexation 
of Cuba to the United States. 

NEARLY fifty anti-railroad bills are 
already before the Nebraska Legisla- 
ture. 

A HEAVY snow storm has been raging 
in Northwestern Kansas for nearly 
three days, and the reports which are 
coming in from those counties where 
most of the residents on the unproduc- 
tive farms are destitute are’ harrowing 
in the extreme.

Late William Windom—An Eloquent 
Tribute to His Public and Private Worth 
by Rev. Dr. Hamlin—The Remains In- 
tered in Rock Creek Cemetery. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Funeral serv- 
ives over the remains of the late Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Hon. William Win- 
dom, were held at the Church of the 
Covenant at twelve o’clock yesterday. 

The vast @oncourse comprised more 
officials of President Harrison’s Admin- 
istration than have ever before gath- 
ered together in one edifice. 

The scene was impressive in its solem- 
nity and awe-inspiring in its simple 
grandeur. Gathered within the walls 
of the stately white marble church 
were the Nation’s greatest statesmen, 
the most renowned diplomats of foreign 
countries, the highest officers of the 
army and navy of the United States, the 
most brilliant women of the social 
world, while mingling in the vast crowd 
were many whose plain dress bespoke 
their position in social life, and em- 
phasized the truth that ‘‘death levels all 
rank.” To a large majority of those 
present the dead Secretary was person- 
ally known, his long public service hav- 
ing given him an extended and varied 
acquaintanee, and with many he was 
personally, as well as officially, in- 
timate. 

At eleven o’clock a private service for 
the family and intimate personal friends 
was conducted at the family residence. 
Rev. Dr. Hamlin, of the Presbyterian 
Church of the Covenant, officiated. 
Among those present at the private 
services were Mr. William D. Windom, 
son of the Secretary; Mrs. Windom, the 
Misses Windom, the President and Mrs. 
Harrison, Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, 
Secretary and Mrs. Proctor, Secretary 
and Mrs. Noble, Secretary and Mrs. 
Rusk, Attorney-General and Mrs. 
Miller, Postmaster-General and Mrs. 
Wanamaker, Secretary Tracy, Mr. 
Charles M. Hendley, Secretary Win- 
dom’s private secretary, and Mrs. Lucre- 
tia Garfield. At the conclusion of the 
private services the funeral cortege 
moved to the church. Before the re- 
mains of Secretary Windom reached the 
church, the doors were opened and those 
having cards for reserved seats were 
admitted. These nearly filled the edi- 
fice, and the space that was left was soon 
filled vy the public. The church had been 
appropriately decorated with drooping 
palms for the occasion. 

At ten minutes before twelve o’clock 
the remains of Secretary Windom ar- 
rived at the church, and Dr. Hamlin re- 
cited the beginning of the burial service, 
commencing with the words: ‘*The Lord 
giveth and the Lord hath taken 
away.” The casket, borne on 
the shoulders of eight members 
of the United States Treasury 
Guard, was preceded up the broad 
aisle by the members of the Cabinet, 
who constituted the honorary pall- 
bearers, namely: Secretaries Blaine, 
Proctor, Tracy, Noble, Rusk, Post- 
master-General Wanamaker and Attor- 
ney-General Miller. The honorary pall- 
bearers were followed by members of 
the family: Mr. William D. Windom 
and Mrs. Windom, his mother; the 
Misses Windom; Mr. and Mrs. Windom, 
brother and sister-in-law of the late See- 
retary; Mr. Charles M. Headlee, Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanley J. Brown; Mrs. Garfield; 
and the members of the Windom house- 
hold; the President and Mrs. Harrison; 
Mr. Russell Harrison and wife; Mrs. 
McKee and Mrs. Dimmick. When all 
were seated the choir’ sang ‘Jesus, 
lover of my soul,” after which Rev. Dr. 
Hamlin read selections from the Re- 
vised Testament. The hymn ‘The 
cross of Christ in glory” was then ren- 
dered by the choir with exceicnt ef- 


fect. Dr. Hamlin, without taking a 
text, epitomized -his conception of 
the character of the deceased 


in the words: ‘“‘Charming, affable, of un- 
failing courtesy, of quiet dignity, of 
beautiful refinement; a lawyer of wide 
reading and marked talent; a legislator 
of unswerving industry and undaunted 
courage; a prominent financier of broad 
views and sound policy, of abundant ag- 
gressiveness and of safe conservatism; 
a man unsullied, a citizen of unflinching 
patriotism, a model husband and father, 
of tenderest, manly love, a Christian of 
sturdy faith and sincere humility—such 
was William Windom, and such all men 
knew him in his long and varied public 
career.” Helikened the deceased to 
Lincoln and Garfield in his early career 
and humble origin, and the energy he 
displayed in rising above his surround- 
ings. He pictured his early struggles, 
and glancing at his entrance into public 
life gave a succinct outline of his polit- 
ical career. His course in the Sen- 
ate was touched upon, and Mr. Windom 
was praised as the compeer of Wade, 
Conkling and Hendricks, with whom he 
served. The speaker then touched up- 
on the financial career of Mr. Windom, 
and he was classed with Hamilton, Gal- 
latin and Chase in his conduct of the 
Treasury, and his lastoeffort in New 
York was characterized as a proper 
closing to a conservative career. 

Dr. Hamlin then paid a touching 
and graceful tribute to the private 
character of deceased, which he said was 
simplg, yet firm. A man strong in 
principle, but open to convinction, with 
@ manner that taught all to honor and 
love him, and” he died without leaving 
in ali this world an enemy, and with- 
out a single stain on his character.’ His 
Christian virtues were referred to as the 
highest and noblest element in his com- 
position. 

At the conclusion of the church serv- 
ices the funeral procession re-formed, 
and the remains were conveyed to Rock 
Creek Cemetery and there interred. 





Opinion of a Learned Alabama Jurist on 
the Torrey Bankruptcy Bill—He Declares 
it Superior tothe Act of 1840 or that 
of 1867—Why Former Banckruptcy Laws 

Have Been Unpopular. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Hon. George 
W. Stone, the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama, who is noted 
by reason of the soundness of his views 
upon the subject of the integrity. of 
mmercial transactions, and whose 
views upon jurisprudence are always in- 
teresting and instructive, was called 
upon by a reporter at Montgomery, 
Ala., with a result as follows: 

In reply to the question as to whether 
he halexamined and considered the 
Torrey Bankrupt bill, which had been 
passed by the House of Representatives, 
and is now pending in the Senate, the 
eminent gentleman said: ‘‘Yes, I have 
examined that measure, and consider it 
avery much better act than either of 
those of 1840 or 1867.” 

When asked as to the reasons of the 
unpopularity and consequent repeal of 
the former bankrupt laws, he answered: 
‘*There were several reasons. Remote- 
ness from the place of holding the bank- 
rupt courts deterred many creditors 
from giving proper attention to the 
prosecution of their claims, and the re- 
sult was that many of them, particu- 
larly the small ones, failed to partici- 
pate in the distribution of the assets. 
The districts were and are necessarily 
large in territory, and the former stat- 
utes made inadequate provision fora 
trial at any other than the one place in 
the district provided by law for holding 
the bankrupt court. Trying the ques- 
tions at such remote distance from 
the scene of the bankrupt’s business 
dealings, greatly facilitated fraud on 
the part of the bankrupt, by relieving 
him of that vigilant watchfulness 
which creditors, under more favorable 
conditions, would have exercised in ref- 
erence to the bankrupt’s accounts, and 
to their claims against the State. An- 
other grave objection to the former 
statutes was the enormous expense at- 
tending their administration, because 
of imperfect machinery, and because 
the administration was, in large de- 
gree, intrusted to incompetent and 
frequently corrupt officials. My obser- 
vation was confined chiefly to Alabama 
and to parts ot Louisiana, in which, 
if the assets were not large, nothing 
worth computing ever reached the cred- 
itors; and if large, the dividend was 
shamelessly reduced by unauthorized 

charges. The pending act isa great im- 
provement on the old statutes; first, in 
simplifying the machinery and reduc- 
ing the expense, and, second, in provid- 
ing that controverted questions, most 
of them, may be prepared for a hearing 
before a referee, whose sitting may be 
ordered to some point near the home of 
the bankrupt, and, consequently, to a 
place which will generally be conven- 
ient to creditors. I would suggest that 
this duty be made imperative.” 

Speaking of the provisions of the 
pending bill the Judge said: ‘Viewed 
from a moral standpoint I doubt the 
policy of voluntary bankruptcy; but the 
principle is probably so rooted in the 
public mind that to oppose that would 
defeat all bankrupt legislation. A bank- 
rupt system has two aims—to prevent 
fraudulent preferences by securing to 
all the creditors alike an equal participa- 
tion in the bankrupt’s assets. It treats 
all collectable debts,save those of a pub- 
lic nature, as of equal dignity and 
binding obligation. This is strict hon- 
esty. Its second aim is, to restore to 
honest debtors, who are borne down by 
their obligations, the power and privi- 
lege of employing their energies and 
business qualifications in acquiring an 
honest living, and thus adding to the 
general welfare. 

‘The great benefit of a bankrupt law 
is found in its prevention of fraudulent 
preferences, no matter in what form 
they may be attempted. And the de- 
mand for such prevention against all 
business or money corporations is,gin 
my experience and observation, just ad 
imperative as when the attempt is made 
by natural persons. Incorporated capi- 
tal is frequently perverted to pernicious 
uses, and the demand for protection 
against fraud should mect a hearty re- 
sponse from the law-making power. 
Let business corporations be made sub- 
ject to involuntary, but not to voluntary 
bankruptcy.” 

When his attention was called to the 
fact that there is now pending in the 
Senate a resolution to strike out the in- 
voluntary provisions of the bill and 
leave it simply a voluntary measure, he 
said, in a very earnest manner: ‘The 
enactment of a purely voluntary bill 
would, in my judgment, make it possi- 
ble for the perpetration of the grossest 


frauds. The scandals incident to both 
of the laws administered while F 
was a pract:tioner arose chiefly 


out of the voluntary provisions of the 
bill; that is to say, those cases in which 
proceedings were instituted by credit- 
ors resulted in most part in either the 
defeat of the proceedings or the admin- 
istration of the estate, while there 
were many cases in which parties de- 
liberately prepared to go voluntarily 
into bankruptcy and succeeded in 
the consummation of their intént in 
such manner as to engender ‘the belief 
that the proceedings were ‘fraudulent 
and that unfair advantage had been ob- 
tained by the bankrupt over his credit- 
ors.” 

In summing up the whole subject, the 
Judge said: ‘Considered as a whole, I 
regard the bill as a ood one, and hope 
that it will be enacted by the present 


Congress.” 











In 1887 Charles E. Cross and Samuel 
C. White, respectively president and 
cashier of the State National Bank of 
Raleigh, N.C., fled to Canada, taking 
with them some $20,000 in funds which 
they had received from other banks 
by express just prior to their departure. 
Cross and White were arrested in Can- 
ada, and the case was given national 
netoriety.- They were triedat Raleigh 
in 1888 and convicted. They appealed 
to the highest court in the land, the 
United States Supreme Court, lost, and 
were soon after re-sentenced to hard la- 
bor on the public roads of Wake Coun- 
ty, N. C. Very earnest efforts to s¢cure 
their pardon have for some time been in 
progress. The other day their devoted 
wives called upon Governor Fowle of 
North Carolina and presented petitions 
for pardons bearing thousands of sig- 
natures. Among the signatures were 
those of Senators Ransom and Vance, 
nearly all the members of the Legislar 
ture and the Judge, jury and Solicitor 
of the Superior Court. The Governor 
granted the pardons.

At Jackson, Miss., Judge Christman 
fined twenty-one persons for gaming in 
amounts ranging from $25 up. In we 
dition he put the parties under bonds 
of $250 to refrain from gaming for two 
years, telling them if they again ap- 
peared before him convicted of a like 
offense he would fine them $500 each 
and imprison them for six months. The 
number included some of Jackson's 
prominent business men.

The two leading stores and the post- 
office had been robbed and set on fire 
when the inhabitants were awakened 
by the burning buildings. The loss is 
about half covered by insurance. No 
casualties. 


Crushed His Skull. 

General John W. Prewitt, of Clark 
County, Ky., one of the directors of the 
New Growers’ tobacco warehouse at 
Louisville, was sitting on the tem- 
porary railing that inclosed the elevator 
shaft of the building, when it gave way, 
precipitating him to the bottom and 
crushing his skull.

Sixteen Thousand Coke Workers 
in Pennsylvania 





Elave Determined to Quit Work 
Next Tuesday. 





A, Conference of Operators and Workmea 
Failed—The Operators Demand a KRe- 
duction of 10 Per Cent., Claiming That 
the Depressed Conditioa of Trade Does 


Not Justify a Raise. 


PiTTsBURG, Pa., Feb. 6.—A strike of 
the 16,000 coke workers in the Connells- 
ville region on next Tuesday seems in- 
evitable. Another conference of the 
operators and workmen has just been 
held, but it was fruitless, and wien it 
broke up no arrangements were made 
for another meeting. Both sides are de 
termined. 

The men insist on an advance of 12} 
per cent., and the operators demand a 
10 per cent. reduction, with certain other 
restrictions in regard to loading cars. 
fhe men offered to work another month 
at the present wages if the operators 
would arrange a satisfactory scale; but 
the proposition was rejected. They 
claim that the depressed condition of the 
coke and iron trade will not justify even 
the wages paid duriug the last year, 
and say they prefer to close down their 
works. 

The workers are in earnest, and are 
preparing for a long strike, Couriers 
have been sent out to notify the men at 
il the plants in the region of the result 
if the conference, aud to order them to 
juit work on Tuesday, when the present 
scale expires. 


ASSIGNMENT SET ASIDE. 


An Importer of Lacis and Velvets Charged 
with Secreting Goods, 

New York, Feb. 6.--Judge Andrews, 
of the supreme court, has set aside, on 
the ground of fraud, the assignment 
made on Nov. 16, 1887, by Isaac Sickle, 
importer of laces and velvets at 440 
Broadway, to Herman Cantor. 

Carter, Hughes & Kellogg, represent- 
ing Passavant & Co., and other creditors, 
brought the suit to set aside the assign- 
mont, alleging that a good deal of prop- 
erty bad been secreted. 

They proved that Mr. Sickle, two 
weeks befure the assignment, went toa 
broker’s office iu Wall street and bought 
100 shares of Pacific Mail stock, giving 
a certified check for $7,000, and the day 
before his assignment transferred about 
$10,000 in accounts to his son, 

The plaintiffs endeavored to get at the 
cheek books, but the assignee refused to 
produce them, and was puntshed for 
contempt, The general te:m decided in 
the plaintilfs’ favor, and the check books 
showed that all the checks prior to Nov. 
4, twelve days before the failure, had 
disappeared. It is alleged that about 
$37,000 worth of property was secreted. 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


The Committee on Appropriations Has 
Completed Its Work and Reported.- 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The hottse com- 

mittee on appropriations has completed 

the sundry civil appropriation bill and 

Chairman Cannon has reported it to the 

house. It was sent to the committee of 

the whole. 

The bill carries an appropriation of 
$34,242,970, $6,519,312 less than the esti- 
niuites submitted by the secretary of the 
treasury. ‘Ihe bill for the current fiscal 
year carried an appropriation of $82,304,- 
732. The apparent excess of $1,983,188 
over the appropriations for the present 
year is more than accounted for in the 
increased appropriation recommended 
for public buildings, which, in the pres- 
sent bill, amounts to $6,605,212 asagainst 
$1,862.100 in the bill for 1891, an increase 
of $4,748,112.

were on the floes in their shanties, ma@m- 
bering 200 men. "They were distributed 
all over the bay for iniles.  Relacives of 
the lost men weit to the light house at 
the mouth of the réver anc with marine 
glasses were unable to see anything but 
open water, 

Later a man proceeded to Oak Grove, 
on the bay shove, and from an elevation 
looked through: marine glasses,but could 
yet no trace of the ice, 

A party of men went out a short time 
later on an ice boat to the point where 
the crack occurred, and thought they 
could see the floating ice four miles 


north. 
Six of the lost men managed to get 
avhore twelve uitles east of the river, 


having been on the eastern portion of 
the ice. Dennis Bonnete, who had his 
house on the ice, says he thinks about 
twenty inen got asbore on the east side 
of the bay, near Bis: creek. The others 
will escape if the gous, which are run- 
ning mountain high, do not break up 
the ice. 


RESCUED JUST IN TIME. 


Seventy-¥ive Miners Barely Saved from 
a Horrible Death. 

NEW Caste, Col., Feb. 6.—What al- 
most proved to be another Mammoth 
mine disaster occurred here last evening 
in the Grand river coal and coke mines, 
Just at 6 o'clock, as the day shift, com- 
posed of seventy-five miners, were about 
to leave the mine, a terrific explosion 
occurred, and smoke came pouring out 
of the side of the mountain. 

Men, women and children rushed to- 
ward the entrance of thefnine, only to 
be driven back by the clounds of smoke. 

Above the roar ot the escaping gases 
the pitiful cries of the imprisoned miners 
could be plainly heard by their wives 
and children, 

Seon willing hands braved the great 
danger and started the hoisting ma- 
chinery, relieving each other as fast as 
their comrades became exhausted. Soon 
seventy-five miners were brought to the 
suriace, bone Of tne any too soon, as 
the flames itmediaiely reached the 
shaft, and cate up with such force that 
they drove everybody away. 

Explosions have followed every few 
hours. Ii is thought several have per- 
ished. tind the expiosions occurred 
when the miners were at work, not one 
would have escaped. 

The mine has been on fire several 
times before in the last two years,caused 
by miners’ humps igniting gas, which al- 
ways troubled them. 





THE REVOLT IN OPORTO. 


The Ringlenders May Be Shot—A New 
Phase of the Plot. 

Ororto, Feb. 6.—One of the results of 
the thorough inquiry being made by the 
military and civil authorities into the 
cause of the revolt of troops here on Sat- 
urday last, is the discovery that an effort 
was made to involve the Portuguese 
navy in the so-called revolution, 

Two sergeants of marines belonging to 
the Sagres, government corvette, lying 
in the roads outside ef Oporto, endeav- 
ored to incite the crew of that vessel to 
mutiny and seize the ship. The ser- 
geants were arrested while trying to 
make arrangements for the plot. 

One of them declared that he was a 
supporter of the project to establish a 
federal republic, having its seat of gov- 
ernment at Oporto, and independent of 
Lisbon. He added that it was expected 
that the movement in Lisbon would have 
the adhesion and support of the Spanish 
revolutionary party. 

By a decree just issued in Lisbon it is 
announced that all crimes connected 
with the rising in this city come under 
the jurisd.ction of the military tribunals. 
This is here interpreted to mean that all 
the civilians as weil as the soldiers con- 
n cted with the revolt will Le tried by 
maria’ law, and that the ringleaders 
will probably be shot.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


What Are the Chances There for Men of 
Small Capital? 

Capital is necessary for successful 
agriculture or horticulture in Southern 
California. But where is it not needed? 
In New Englarfd? In Kansas, where 
land which was given to actual scttlers 
is covered with mortgages for money 
absolutely necessary to develop it? 
But passing this by, what is the chance 
in Southern California for laborers and 
for mechanics? Let us understand the 
situation. In California there is no ex- 
ception to the rule that continual labor, 
thrift and foresight are essential to the 
getting of a good living or the gaining 
of a competence. No doubt speculation 
will spring up again. It is inevitable 
with the present enormous_and yearly 
increasing yield of fruits, the better in- 
telligence in vine culture, wine-ngking 
and raisin-curing, the growth of mar- 
ketable oranges, lemons, etc., and the 
consequent rise in the value of land. 
Doubtless fortunes will be made by en- 
terprising companies who secure large 
areas of unimproved land at low prices, 
bring water on them, and then sell in 
small lots. But this will come to an 
end. The tendency is to subdivide the 
land into small holdings—into farms 
and gardens of ten and twe acres. 
The great ranches are sure to be broken 
up. 
With the resulting settlement by 
industrious people, the cities will again 
experience ‘‘booms,” but these are not 
peculiar to California. In my mind I 
see the time when this region (because 
it will pay better proportionately to cul- 
tivate a small area) will be one of small 
farms, of neat cottages, of industrious 
homes, The owner is pretty certain to 
prosper—that is, to get a good living 





(which is independence) and lay asidea |” 


little yearly—if the work is done by 
himself and his family. And the pe- 
culiarity of the situation is that the 
farm or garden, whichever it is called, 
will give agreeable and most healthful 
occupation to all the boys and girls in 
the family all the days in the year that 
can be spared from the school. Aside 
from the plowing, the labor is light. 
Pruning, grafting, budding, the picking 
of the grapes, the gathering of the fruit 
from trees, the sorting, packing and 
canning, are labor for light and deft 
hands, and labor distributed through 
the year. The harvest, of one sort and 
another, is almost continuous, so that 
young girls and boys can have, in well 
settled districts, pretty steady employ- 
ment—a long season in establishments 
packing oranges; at another time, in 
canning fruits; at another, in packing 
raisins. 

It goes withouf saying that in the 
industries now developed, and in 
others as important which are in their 
infancy (for instance, the culture of the 
olive for oil and as an article of food, 
the growth and curing of figs, the gath- 
ering of almonds, English walnuts, 
ete.), the labor of the owners of the 
land and their families will not suffice. 
There must be as large a proportion of 
day-laborers as there is in other regions 
where such products are grown. Chi- 
nese labor at certain seasons has been 
a necessity. Under the present policy 
of California this must diminish, and its 
place be taken by some other. The pay 
for this labor has always been good. It 
is certain to be more and more in de- 
mand. Whether the pay will ever ap- 
proach near to the European standard 
is a question, but it is a fair presump- 
tion that the exceptional profit of the 
land, owing to its productiveness, will 
for a long time keep wages up. 

During the ‘‘boom” period all wages 
were high, those of skilled mechanics 
especially, owing to the great amount 
of building on speculation. The ordi- 
nary laborer on a ranch had $30 a month 
and board and lodging; laborers of a 
higher grade, $2 to $2.50 a day; skilled 
masons, $6; carpenters, from $3.50 to $5; 
plasterers, $4 to $5; house-servants, 
from $25 to $35 a month. Since the 
‘*boom,” wages of skilled mechanics 
have declined at least 25 per cent., and 
there has been less demand for labor 
generally, except in connection with 
fruit-raising and harvesting. It would 
be unwise for laborers to go to Califor- 
nia on ap uncertainty, but it can be 
said of that country with more confi- 
dence than of any other section that its 
peculiar industries, now daily increas- 
ing, will absorb an increasing amount 
of day-labor, and later on it will remu- 
nerate skilled artisan labor.—Charles 
Dudley Warner, in Harper’s Maga- 
zine.

For many years the two buttons have 
figured atthe waist line of the back of 
the man’s skirt or frock coat.
